The average income of Canadians 
gainfully employed is $1590 a year. 
Out of this, $214 goes for taxes, with 
$115 to the dominion, $36 to the prov¬ 
inces and $63 to the municipalities. 

Some of this tax paying is painless 
and automatic, more especially the 
toll to the Dominion government, but 
it is inescapable. 

The only way in Which it can be' 
avoided is for a man to sit in another 
man’s house, wear nothing, eat'noth- 
ing, drink nothing and do nothing. 
The moment He dresses, eats, drinks, 
or stirs round outside, he begins to 

pay. 

It is a process which begins with 
the registering of the infants birth 
certificate and ends with the 25 per 
cent on his imported coffin and im¬ 
ported tombstone (if imported as 
they often are). After death also, the 
succession duties of the province may 
have a fling. 

There are 1200 commodities on the 
customs tariff alone. Nothing escapes. 
If you consume tea, there is an excise 
duty of 7 to 10 cents a pound, other 
staples accordingly. Every time you 
buy cigarettes for two bits, the min¬ 
ister of finance gets 15 cents. When 
you buy a car you pay 25 per cent, to 
28 per cent, duty which goes to the 
Dominion. The provinces then take 
their slice with the license, and 5 cent 
gas tax. 

To be sure the people are demand¬ 
ing new services all of which cost 
money. In provinces and municipali¬ 
ties there are many new departments. 
In provincial taxes, more than half 
of present day expenditures go for 
items and services which did not exist 
a generation ago. 

Maternity centres, infc^it welfare, 
workmen’s compensation, *care of tu¬ 
berculosis, scientific and industrial re¬ 
search, old age pensions. It is as 
Gratton O’Leary says, an age of “pa¬ 
ternalism with a vengeance.” 

Putting it tersely, wage earners 
and salaried people, may figure that 
they work for the first 26 days of 
January for the Dominion, from then 
till February 10 for the municipality, 
and continue till February 19 giving 
up there wages to the province. 
r On February 19 they may com¬ 
mence working for themselves.

Terrific Explosion at Valley When 
250 Gallons Nitro Explodes 


The explosion which occurred last 
Tuesday night at Turner Valley and 
which many High River people felt, 
was the result of an explosion of 250 
gallons of nitro glycerine at the Roy- 
alite 23 on the hill above Calmont 
camp. Contrary to report, the nitro 
was not in the well, but was stacked 
in the auxiliary engine house, which 
is about 100 feet from the drill house. 

The men had run some steam hose 
through to the engine house, in order 
to bring the nitro to the desired heat. 

About 1.25 a.m., Wednesday morn¬ 
ing, the driller thought the steam 
was going down. As he stepped to 
the engine house to look things over, 
he noticed a hissing sound as if a 
can might be leaking.At the same mo 
ment, he thought he saw a spark, and 
instantly turned back, calling to the 
boys who were in the “dog house,” 
back of the drill house to run. 

The outfit got about 75 yards from 
the derrick when the explosion took 
place. They were thrown forward on 
their faces but were not injured. The 
force of the explosion destroyed the 
two legs of the derrick nearest the 
engine house. It fell over in that di¬ 
rection and was wrecked. A kelly

RAGE CUTS LIFE 


At the conference of the provinces 
in regard to stock legislation, recom¬ 
mendations were made for drastic 
regulation in all stock dealings. It is 
likely that all the provinces will fol¬ 
low up the recommendations in order 
that Uniform Frauds Prevention 
Acts m'ay prevail in Canada. 

The chief suggestion was that a 
wider interpretation of bucketing be 
enacted by the federal government 
with a maximum penalty of seven 
years; that brokers be prohibited 
from trading against their clients; 
that .brokers furnish clients with writ 
ten confirmation of each transaction, 
setting forth the quantity purchased, 
the price, time of day, name of brok¬ 
er from whom it was purchased and 
to whom sold; that When a stock is 
fully paid up by a client, it be held in 
trust for him; that before a stock is 
listed more care be shown in determ¬ 
ining the financial condition of the 
company, and that a bill be introduc¬ 
ed by the federal government setting 
forth that companies operating with¬ 
in a province shall be liable to the se¬ 
curity laws of the province.
